Christians now admit that the sick 
can be healed in this way. 

This is a great step in advance. 

But the same unbelief still exists 
concerning the restoration of the Gos- 
pel and its ordinances and the power 
of the holy priesthood. The world 
appears willing to believe in these 
manifestations of power, so long as 
they do not come through the chan- 
nel which God has appointed and in 
the way that He has ordained. _ 

Another remarkable stride has been 
taken by many of the advanced think- 
ers among the religious sects in regard 
to the opportunities which men have 
in a future state of existence to re- 
pent of their sins. 

The doctrine which the Prophet 
Joseph taught concerning the preach- 
ing of the Gospel to the inhabitants 
of the spirit wurld, and which are so 

inly alluded to by the Apostle 
eter, were derided by the world for 
years after they were advanced. The 
doctrine of baptism for the dead was 
declared to be heathenish, and with 
many people it was a subject of ridi- 
cule. The universal belief appeared 
to be thut “where the tree falleth, 
there it shall lie;” and it was loudly 
asserted by the popular religious 
‘teachers of the day that if men failed 
to repent here, their doom was sealed 
for all eternity; they would be con- 
signed to endless woe, without the 
possibility of ever emerging there- 
trom, This doctrine obtained wide- 
credence among all the reli- 

gious world. 

The revelations which God gave to 
His servant Joseph Smith threw such 
a flood of light upon this subject that 
darkness wus —— aud every 
thoughtful heart which received the 
truth was filled with joy and thanks- 


ving. 

At that time belief in this principle 
‘was-confined to the Latter-day Saints; 
but now it is admitted by many others, 
that it is possible that opportunities 
for repentance may be extended to 
sinners after this life—that the merits 
of the atoning blood of the Savior are 
not confined to this mortal probation 
of man, but may reach the sinner after 
he passes from this life. Men now 
begin to see the absurdity of the old 
doctrine and are breaking loose 
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it, and even running the risk of being 
accused of heresy for so doing. 

The new doctrine appeals to the 
better judgment and conscience and 
reason of men, and it is sustained by 
the Scriptures. But, as in other cases, 
no credit is given to the Lord for hav- 
ing revealed it, nor is there any dis- 

ition to look upon the Latter-day 
ints as having received the pure 
ing about res ave 
telt deeply impressed with the idea 
that the members of our Church do 
not value as tbey should the means 
which God has placed within their 
N for the relief and healing of the 
sick. 

There is too great a disposition, 
when sickness enters a household, to 
send foradoctor. Occasional appeals 
will be made to the Elders to come 
and administer; but the two methods 
are too frequently united—the doctor 
on the one hand and the Elders on 
wh 

e rience those who put 
their — the Lord, and who with 
ogee — unite the administer- 
ing of the ordinance, goes to prove 
that the Lord has not forgotten His 
promises. Instances are very com- 
mon — the faithful Saints of the 
gift of healing being manifested in a 
very wonderful manner. 

In the breasts of our children, espe- 
cially, the greatest care should be 
taken to inculcate faith in this hea- 
venly ordinance. Where children are 
thus taught, it is remarkable how 
strong their faith becomes. 

I know of children who could not 
consent to have a doctor come near 
them. If anything ails them or their 
brothers and sisters, they insist on 
the Eiders being sent for. ! | 

Where such faith prevails, the hap- 
piest results follow the application to 
the Elders to administer. — 

I had a case in my own household 
— recently which illustrates this. 

have had a number of children sick 
with the typhoid fever. My circum- 
stances were such that I could not be 
with them myself. One of them was 
reported to me as being very low and 
ap to be sinking. I wrote a 
letter to the President of the Stake 
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two Elders to visit my house and ad- 
minister to my sick ones. 

Among the sick was a little boy of 
ten years of age, who had had a very 
severe attack of typhoid fever, and 
the disease bad settled in one of his 
legs and feet. His foot was so tender 
that he could scarcely bear it to be 
touched, and he could not put it to 
the ground, and had not been able to 
do so for about four weeks. 

Elders William White and Milando 
Pratt, of the 17th Ward, administered 
to him with others 
Just as they left the house, one of his 
brothers said to him, “ Joseph, why 
don’t you get up and walk?” His 
sister repeated the remark and said, 
“ Yes, Joseph, get up and walk.” 

At being thus told to walk the 
little boy arose from the lounge, where 
he was reclining, and walked about 
twenty five feet, through some fold-

ices, sauces, vinegar, pickles, and 
similor articles. As a recompense for 
curtailing the use of, or entirely dis- 
pensing with, condiments, a much 

tter appreciation will be experi- 
enced of the superior taste and flavor 
there is naturally in all kinds of 
wholesome food when properly pre- 
pared. Discrimination between g 
and bad qualities of food is compara- 
tively easy when it is not disguised 
by spices, etc., and we are thereby 
Saar to a great extent, from eat- 

g that which might be unwhole- 
some. Reduce the seasonings to a 
minimum, or leave them out entirely, 
and our digestive organs will, to that 
extent, be relieved of stimulating, 
irritating, and influming materials, 
making it possible for thuse organs to 
more perfectly perform their functions 
and so conduce to the general health. 

It frequently happens that we have 
an exemplification of “too much of a 

— in the use of sugar. This 
particularly apparent in children; 
the thoughtlessness, not to say igno- 
rance of fond mothers and kind heart- 
ed persons generally, permit the little 
ones too great indulgence in sweets, 
and many complaints arise from this 
unsuspected source. Sugar is a heat 
producer in the human body, and, 
when freely used, will cause feverish- 
ness, sour stomach, thirst, constipa- 
tion, indigestion, headache, liver com- 
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which may lay the foundation ..for 
serious illness. It is not meant by 
this to recommend entire abstinence 
from sweets, but mearly to call atten- 
tion to the harm that is likely to re- 
sult from an immoderate use of sugar. 
Many an infant is surfeited with 
sweetened “pap,” and so, unwittingly, 
made seriously sick. Let a healthy 
grown person take a teaspoonful of 
sugar on going to bed at night, and 
he will be almost certain to arise in 
the morning with a bad taste m bis 
mouth, the sign of a disordered stom- 
ach. Pure honey is much more whole- 
some than sugar. 

Salt is a mineral, a substance that 
can not impart a single atom to flesh, 
bones, or = other portion of the 
body, it is, therefore, not food. In 
making this statement, I am aware 
that it comes in contact with habit 
and tradition, and it will be read with 
a smile of incredulity; but, the Latter- 
day Saints well know what an unre- 
liable guide tradition bas been in re- 
gard to religious matters, and I claim 
it is equally so in this. e best that 
can be said of salt, in its relationship 
to things eatable, is that it assists in 
preserving anima! flesh from putrefac- 
tion and that it savors some articles 
food; but, there are no reasons 
for impregnating with it almost every- 
thing we eat, on the contrary, there 
are many excellent reasons why it 
should be used in extreme modera- 
tion. Domesticated animals, like 
man, bave been trained to, and in- 
herit, a liking for salt, but there 
are countless millions of animals that 
never taste it, and great numbers of 
buman beings who live without it, 
proving that it is not the absolute 
necessity that it is, generally, con- 
sidered.

A Boston paper says that we are the greatest sugar - eating people on the face of the 
globe, and doubtless eat more than is for our good. The evil is aggravated by the exten- 
sive sale and use of glucose, made from corn starch, and sold for genuine sugar. It is the 
belief of many competent authorities that glucose is the cause of the general prevalence 
of kidney diseases which forty or fifty years ago were almost unknown. The cheapness 
of glucose has made it largely used in the manufacture of beer. This is one reason why 
beer guzzlers are so often puffed up with apparent health, while their constitution is 
undermined. We need a law against bogus sugar fully as much as against bogus butter. 
Its effects are far more deleterious.” . 

Mrs. Dr. Wallace says: We have read histories of the most torturous suffering, and 
horrible deaths of criminals, ascribed to the intentional deprivation of mineral salt; but 
that this was not the real, but only the pretended cause, is easily demonstrated by 
strictly abstaining from the smallest particle for years, as I, and many others have done, 
which would be impossible to do without loss of life, if any of these accounts of deaths 
occurring in a few weeks, resulting from the absence oi mineral salts, were true.”

life. 'When the seventies returned to Christ after their first mission, rejoicing 
because the devils were subject to them, He told them to rather rejoice be- 


cause their names were written in heaven. This order of spirits, thus re- 


corded, are the Lord's Own; they were with Him in the beginning, when 
their names were written in the Lamb’s book of life through having exercised 
“ exceeding great faith.” 

We can now understand the expression of the Savior—‘‘ My sheep hear my 
voice, and I know them, and they follow me.” It is natural for them to 
obey His Gospel. They were destined to come through a certain lineage, 
and are sometimes called the elect, or children of Abraham, God having pre- 
determined that in Abrabam and his seed all nations of the earth shall be 
blessed. What greater blessings can be given to men than the power and 
authority to teach their fellows the principles of redemption, and to be fure- 
ordained to administer the word of God and officiate in the ordinances of His 
house? This class of spirits are the elect referred to so frequenily in the 
Scriptures, and spoken of by the Apostie Paul when he said, “ For whom he 
did foreknow, he also did predestinate to be conformed to the image of his 
Son.” God bas worked through these intelligences for the accomplishment 
of His purposes from the beginning, and they may be truly called the Lord's 
Own. Possessing the attribute of faith in a marked degree, implicitly trust-

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7 a peculiar people, little understood. The lower 
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order of intelligences, although frequently having all the advantages of a 
worldly education, have persecuted the Lord’s .Own in a most vindictive 
manner, subjecting them to trials of cruel mockings, scourgings, bonds and 
imprisonment; they have been stoned, sawn asunder, afflicted, tormented 
and burned at the stake, but their integrity rarely failed. The Savior said: 

All that the Father giveth me shall come to me; and him that cometh to 


me I will in no wise cast out. For I came down from heaven, not to do mine 
own will, but the will of him that sent me. 


When the Lord speaks, His Own hearken and obey. They know the voice 
of the true Shepherd. They learn the will of the Lord and do it, regardless 
of the consequences, They overcome “ by the blood of the Lamb and by the 
word of their testimony,” and love not their lives unto the death. 

The Latter-day Saints to-day are living witnesses to the truth of these 
assertions, When they hear the voice of the true Shepherd, it is sweet music 
to their souls, and they gladly obey the Guspel of God. It is no matter if 
the Saints are everywhere spoken against, vilely abused and misrepresented, 
they recognize the voice of the Lord in the spirit of the testimonies and in- 
structions of His servants, unlettered though they be. It has been frequently 
expressed by them that the Gospel was familiar, although they had never heard 
it before. This class need little religious instruction; they grasp the truths of 
the Gospel very readily, and delight to practice them. They are the Lord’s 
Own; they do the will of the Lord and represent Him in their humility and 
obedience. Hearkening to the voice of the Lord makes them, spiritually, the 
happiest people upon this earth, for they enjoy His peace, no matter what 
their circumstances are. As it was with the former-day Saints, who took 
joyfully the spoiling of their goods, knowing that in heaven they had “a 
better and more enduring substance,” so it is with the Saints to-day, they 
are subjected to bonds, persecutions and imprisonments, with illegal robbiogs 
and confiscations, by a lower order of intellgeaces who know not God and 
despise His commandments. But the Saints rejoice in tribulation, are happy 
in the knowledge they possess, and, as a rule, are true in their integrity to 
God, their companions, families and covenants. They know in whom they 
trust, and that, living or dead, they are the Lord’s Own.

At the First District Court, Salt Lake City, Isabella Adamson, in an 
investigation against Samuel Wagstaff, she being the alleged plural wife, was 
committed to the penitentiary for refusing to answer certain questions asked 
by the grand jury. 

The Horn Silver Mining Company still keeps up its shipment of five car- 
loads of ore daily. The ore is disposed of in Salt Lake market, and ranges 
from $35 to $40 per ton. The reason of this low price is that the ore comes 
under the head of refactury being largely impregnated with zinc. 


A Martyr.—Jobn B. Juhnson, of East Mill Creek, aged 64, died in the Utah 
Penitentiary on Monday morning, March 5th, at 6 o'clock, in which place he 
was serving out a sentence for unlawful cohabitation. The immediate cause 
of his death was pneumonia. The family speak in high terms of the treat- 
ment the deceased received at the hands of Warden Pratt and Marshal Dyer, 


At South Cottonwood, Salt Lake County, on the 17th ult., an accident 
occurred to Alexander Adamson, which resulted in his death. He was thrown 
from a wagon and run over by the wheel, and injured so badly that he died 
on Sunday, the 19th, at 6 p.m., at his brother’s residence. He was born April 
14, 1822, in Barony Parish, Scotland, and was the son of William and Agnes 
Adamsov, He leaves no children. 7 

On Wednesday, Feb. 29th, at Salt Lake City, a committee from the City 
Council (five aldermen), committees from the Council and House of the 
Legislative Assembly, with Governor West and Mayor Armstrong visited Arsenal 
Hill, and selected twenty acres of land as a site fora capital building and a 
public park. It is the finest site in the West for State buildings. The view 
that is afforded of the city, lake and valley is surpassingly grand. Hereafter 
Arsenal Hill will be known as Capitol Hill. 

The following brethren were released from prison Wednesday, Feb. 29th, 
having served the terms for which they were sentenced for living with their 
wives. They also paid the amount of fine and costs as noted: J. A. Mar- 
chant, Peoa, $167.85; Isaac Riddle, Marion, $300; William Blood, Kaysville, 
$198.18; J. M. Fisher, Mill Creek, $180; Henry Beckstead, of South Jordan, 
got out Sunday, the 26th. He paid $174.30. Isaac Riddle had $455.25 costs 
assessed against him in addition to the fine, but the courts were to determine 
whether or not he should pay that amount. 


Feb. 14th, John B. Johnson was arrainged in the Third District Court, Salt 
Lake City, on a charge of unlawful cohabitation, and pleaded guilty to having 
lived with two wives. In reply to the court he said he could make no 
promise as to his future conduct, as the ladies were his wives, and he had no 
inclination to break the bonds. He was sentenced to imprisonment for six 
moaths in the peuitentiary, and fined $150 and the costs of the prosecution. 
He was taken to the penitentiary, making 221 persons now ‘confined in the 
bastile. The husbands love their wives and the wives love their husbands 
and so they refuse to be seperated. The power of love!
